T falls to the lot of your correspondent 
from time to time to make public what 
he considers to be important trends of

Emphasis | must always be laid on the word 
student '’; for we do not presume to guess 
at, or comment on, official pronouncements 
or deeds, but only to record what seems of 
significance to the larger, if less well-informed, 
ody of opinion. And so the present occa- 
sion cannot be allowed to pass without 
reference to that matter which has been 
agitating student minds on and off since last 
September. That is, 
what is our duty in 
relation to the defence 
of our “country, and 
how is that duty to 
put into effect. 
During the last fort- 
night or so we have 
been told that there 
is a strong duty upon 
us, but as yet no 
suitable means of 
carrying it into effect 
as been devised. We 
are a large y, con- 
taming well over 1,000 
men of military age. 
á Si But sa are ver a fixed 
pulation; for at 

Mr. F. GrocHEGan. feast one-half of our 

number spend a con- 
siderable portion of the year out of Dublin. 
Therefore, the Local Security Force does not 
seem suitable. On the other hand, we are 
pursuing expensive courses of education. Are 
these to be broken into by service in the 
Army! Does the danger which threatens our 
country amount to such a menace as to justify 
such a drastic step? These are the things 
we would Itke to know; for the vast majority 
of us would like to serve if it were necessary 
or useful. Perhaps the O.T.C. could be 
revived; in view of the published statements 
with regard to the shortage of officers this 
would seem desirable. Another suggestion 
which is being widely canvassed is the possi- 
bility of forming a large and expert First-Aid 
Corps from the students of the Medical 
Faculty. With a small amount of extra 
training all those from second to final years 
would be more than competent as dressers, 
ambulance assistants and so on,-and could 
be called upon to act in any emergency. Even 
when scattered round the country in vacation 
these students could still give useful help in 
their own localities. 

Last September this sentence appeared in 
this column: ‘‘ Naturally, everybody hopes 
Eire’s neutrality will be respected, but realises 
what his duty will be should it be violated.’’ 
We still realrse that duty, and are united in 
our resolve with the whole nation. The 
danger now appears imminent, The time for 
bickering about conditions of service is past. 
Will someone show us the way in which we 
can help?

If “The Roaring Twenties’’ had been as 
consistently good in execution as intention it 
would have been many streets ahead of all 
the other pictures that are being shown in 
Dublin this week. As it is, the film is out- 
standing in some respects. 

Those who have seen ‘‘ The Fighting 69th ”’ 
will think they are seeing it again when this 
picture commences, for we are back in Lvance 
with the A.E.F., and tough guy James 
Cagney is handling a rifle again, but with 
~ sag aplomb than he revealed in the other 
film. 

Then James is demobbed and goes back to 
Vil old Noo Yark to find that he has been 
Bghting to make the jobs safe for all the 
hefty heroes who remained at home. Old 
soldiers are three a penny and the Jabour 
market has no room for them. 

The scene becomes a whirling kaleidoscope 
and the audience is given frantic glimpses of 
the advent of Prohibition, with maps, dia- 
grams, bar tenders, saloons, breweries and 
distilleries turning somersaults while the soice 
of Stentor proclaims the march of events. 
In fact, for a few moments the film is re- 
markably like “The March of Time.” in- 
cidentally, the intervening commentator does 
not hesitate to attribute the rise of the gang- 
sters, vice rings, racketeering and other cvils 
to “the imposition of an unpopular law upon 
a freedom-loving people,” or words to that 
effect. 

Mr. Cagney, introduced to ‘‘the booze 
racket’? by a somewhat passé night club 
hostess, called briefly, ‘‘Panama,’’ becomes 
a “big shot,” with a mania for buying taxi- 
cabs by the hundred. He uses his influence 
t® boost a girl who corresponded with him 
when he was in France, She thinks she has 
a voice, and he is too potty about her to 
know whether she has or not. Alas! she 
loves another. 

A second intervention by the kaleidoscope 
announces the arrival of the depression. There 
are truly ingenious efforts to show securities 
going wallop, bottoms dropping out of 
markets, and the general public getting it in

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the neck. Big Shot Cagney is among those 


When the end of prohibition—duly 
announced by the whirligig—bids joy be un- 
confined, Mr. Cagney is back to driving a 
taxi-cab, the only vehicle left to him of all 
the thousands he bought. The girl has 
stopped being foolish about her voice, and is 
married to a former accomplice of the Big 
Shot,. now reformed, occupying high legal 
office, and very bad medicine for gangsters. 

From this point the film, which has been 
distinctly hard-boiled, slops badly into senti- 
ment and ends on a note of tragedy. You 
can have two guesses as to the identity of 
the noble self-sacrificing victim. Mr. Cagney 
is as good a bad man as ever, and Gladys 
George earns a large bouquet for her very 
real “‘ Panama.” 

The picture is unique in its employment of 
the ‘‘ March of Time ”’ technique to etch this 
American cavalcade. The story moves with 
great speed and slickness, and there is a 
brief glimpse of a gangster eating spaghetti 
which confirms my worst suspicions about 
both gangsters and spaghetti.

When he 
opened wide the bedroom window so that the 
‘* Lady in White ' might catch pneumonia 
and die, thé laughter of the audience 
nearly drown the howling of the blast that 
rattled the casement. Every time he dropped

Between the married sisters and the 
widowed sister and the hopeful spinster 
sisters, not to mention their husbands, their 
fiancés and the ghost of the husband that 
died, I got hopelessly mixed up and clung to 
old papa Cland Rains as the rains cling to a 
cheap waterproof.

Fighting for France: - 


Superlatives have been squandered in 
such lavish measure on.descriptions of the 
war that the English language seems 
almost to have lost all meaning; but it. 
hardly is an exaggeration to say that the 
battle ‘which has’ been raging in France 
for the last‘ five days is the fiercest 
encounter of all time. Evidently Herr 
Hitler is determined. to push his theory 
of the Blitzkrieg to its logical and terrible 
conclusion. Having gained a fairly easy 
victory in the Battle of the Ports, partly, 
if not mainly, in consequence of King 
Leopold’s defection, he decided to move 
against Paris with lightning speed. Ger- 
many’s troops must have been exhausted 
after their experiences in Flanders. They 
had appalling losses, particularly during 
the later stages of the campaign, when 
they were trying to capture Dunkirk ; but 
they were given no respite. No sooner 
had Dunkirk been evacuated by the British 
and French forces than a fresh offensive 
was started—this time towards the South, 
with Paris as its objective. It is estimated 
that between ninety and one hundred 
German divisions, exclusive of armoured 
units, have been hurled into the fight. If 
this estimate can be accepted, nearly two 
million German soldiers must be engaged 
in the new offensive, which is in progress 
as we write from the coast to the Argonne, 
and, according to General Weygand, may 
be extended to-day to include the entire 
Maginot Line. Nothing even remotely 
comparable to this attack ever has been 
known in the history of warfare. No 
fewer than seven armoured units, com- 
prising 3,500 tanks, have been brought into 
action ; and the Germans seem to be throw. 
ing all the forces at their disposal into 
this desperate effort to bring France to her 
knees within the next few weeks. It is 
too soon yet to form a general picture of 
the offensive; but the Germans apparently 
have launched their attack at four main 
points. The first is in the region of 
Amiens; the second south of Péronne in 
the general direction of Noyon and 
Mondidier; the third is to the east of 
the Oise, and the fourth between Chateau 
Porcien and the village of Chesne 
Populeux. In an engagement of such 
dimensions, and in view of the colossal 
weight of men and metal that is being 
flung against the French armies, certain 
advances are inevitable; and General 
Weygand established his new “ line” in 
such a way as to provide the maximum 
amount of elasticity in anticipation of 
withdrawals. So far there has been no 
suggestion of, a ‘‘ break-through’ in the 
sense of the ‘‘ break-through” at 
Maastricht; but there have been various 
‘bulges ” in the French defences.. In the 
Amiens sector, for example, the Germans 
have advanced as far as Breteuil, on the 
River Noye, about twenty miles from 
Beauvais. Further towards the North- 
West a certain number of German tanks 
forced their way as far as Forges les 
Eaux ; but the French closed in their lines 
behind them, with the result that they 


| seem to have. been isolated from their 
| supporting infantry. East of*the Oise ten 
| German divisions have crossed the Aisne ; 
but ‘here again the French are fighting 


magnificently, and, although the pressure

When all is said and done, the German 
troops are human beings, who must rest 
and sleep at certain intervals. Even their 
tanks cannot advance for ever, and the 
problem of supplies already must be 
causing some concern to the High Com- 
mand. The: French: declare that - the 
Germans have lost about one thousand of 
their tanks during the last four days. 
Many of them have heen destroyed by the 
famous ‘‘ seventy-fives ’’ ; but it seems that 
the most potent weapon against them is 
the low-flying aeroplane, since their over- 
head armour is inadequate. Be that as it 
may, the French and British Air Forces 
are doing everything in their power to 


Since the Dunkirk affair the British Ex- 
peditionary Force has not been able to 
give much help to its French allies, 
although substantial numbers of British 
troops are in the line; but. the Royal Air 
Force has not been idle. Not only have 
the British airmen been attacking the 
German tanks with devastating results, 
they also have been bombing oil dépéts, 
supply stations, and railway junctioas 
behind the German lines. They, have 
suffered grievous losses, but they are 
assisting to hold up the German advance, 
and are giving General Weygand a chance 
ta complete his plans for the defence of 
Paris. At the moment the Germans have 
a definite. superiority in respect both of 
numbers and of material. Herr Hitler's 
generals are determined to‘take the fullest 
advantage of this superiority; and it is 
quite possible that they still may be able 
to heighten the violence of their attack. 
No man can tell..how. the issue will be 
decided The French are full of confidence, 
knowing that, whatever territorial losses 
they may sustain, they have, in addition 
to their own vast resources of human and 
material strength, the almost inexhaustible 
resources of the British Empire behind 
them. Sooner or later the German 
offensive must spend its force. The 
question is: how long can.it continue at 
its present rate? Moral and psychological 
factors cannot wholly be ignored. Ger 
many’s young soldiers have great courage. 
They also have shown considerable élan; 
but their losses have been so fearsome that 
they must be fighting under a tremendous 
strain. Up to the present the Blitzkrieg 
has made no apparent impression on the 
moral of the Allies either in the fighting 
line, or on the so-called “ home front.” 
In France, as well as in Great Britain, the 
civilian population is standing solidly 
behind the fighting men; in both countries 
internal differences have been forgotten 
in a supreme national effort to thwart the 
invaders’ aims. General Weygand has a 
grim task; but he has the encouragement 
of a thousand years of French history to

Protestant Children 


Protestants. in the twenty-six counties 
form only about six per cent. of the entire 
population, and, as most of them are 
concentrated in Dublin and in the other 


rural areas is a merest sprinkling among 
the inhabitants. The number, small as 
it is, has shown a tendency to decrease 
still further as time went on, and the 
difficulty to maintain Protestant schools 
for Protestant children in ‘the rural areas 
has become at times well-nigh impossible. 
Transport was the main obstacle; for 
there were seldom enough children in one 
neighbourhood to justify the opening of a 
separate school. Frequently, therefore, 
the children have to travel long distances 
in order to attend the nearest Protestant 
school. Realising that many of the parents 
could not incur the expense of train fares 
or special cars, facilities were arranged, 
with the assistance of the Department of 
Education, whereby transport was pro- 
vided at the expense of the diocese, 
supplemented by a Government grant. Up 
to the present the system has worked 
admirably, but a disquieting situation 
was revealed by the Bishop of Meath in 
his address to the Diocesan Synod in 
Dublin recently. The financial position 
of the Board of Education, he said, is not 
healthy ; and the chief cause of the unduly 
large debit balance is the increasing cost 
of the transport schemes. The “‘ increasing 
cost’’ that he mentions does not arise 
from any inflation of fares or the price of 
hire, but from the fact that school attend- 
ance figures no longer reach the necessary 
level at which the assisted transport 
scheme can be operated. To maintain it 
at all in County Meath the Diocesan 
Board of Education has been faced with 
the whole burden of the expense, and with 
the heavy drain that already has been 
made on its resources the Board this year 
is no longer able to continue. The trans- 
port scheme will have to be abandoned. 
What will be the result? The result will 
be that many Protestant children will be 
severed completely from the possibility to 
attend a Protestant school, and the blame 
for this disaster—as many of the parents 
will regard it—lies with themselves alone. 
They were treated with the greatest 
generosity, both by the Diocesan Board 
and by the State; but they have neglected 
to fulfil the only obligation which was 
placed upon them—the obligation to main- 
tain a regular attendance of their children 
at the school. The transport scheme was 
launched in the confident hope that such 
a laudable and, indeed, vital undertaking 
would receive the necessary support of the 
diocese at large, and especially of those 
whom it was directed to benefit. In neither 
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parents will rally even at this late hour, 
they may be able to save what is un- 
doubtedly a vital'concern to the Protestant 
people and their children of the area. 
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“ Travel on Tick’’ 


Without going into details as to the 
merits or demerits of the hire-purchase 
system. one can admire the enterprise of 
the American railway companies that 
‘have sought to apply it to their own 
undertakings. We are told that this is 
the latest development of the campaign 
to ‘‘travel American,” which, being imter- 
preted, means ‘‘See America first, because 
you haven't any other place to visit just 
now, anyway.” Apart from the theory that 
“ All good Americans go to Paris when 
they die,” it is a well-known fact that 
they have been addicted for many years to 
invading Europe, quaintly called by the 
invaders ‘‘ Yurrup.’’ Mark Twain pro- 
bably started the fashion with ‘‘ The 
Innocénts Abroad,’* in which he claimed 
that “the steamshin lines were carrying 
Americans out of the various ports of the 
country at the rate of four or five thousand 
a week in the aggregate. If I met a dozen 
individuals during that month who were 
not going to Europe shortly 1 have ne 
distinct remembrance of it now.’’ Although 
he was exaggerating at the time, the 
development of travel proved that he 
merely anticipated the remarkable annual 
exodus to the old world which became 
such a feature of American life in the 
early days of this century. Now, owing to 
circumstances beyond our control, we shall 
be deprived for a little while of the 
pleasure of meeting the learned and some- 
what acidulous ‘‘ schoolmarms’”’ and over 
worked but extremely alert business men 
who used to cross our path in Paris, Rome 
and Berlin, and the fir-clad Alps around 
Oberammergau will not echo this year, as 
had been anticipated, the strident klaxons 
of huge American cars recklessly rushing 
through its narrow, twisting streets. In this 
sad state of affairs the “travel American '' 
movement was born, and the “travel 
on tick ” idea is designed to boost it along. 
No true American can resist the hire 
purchase system ; there is something in his 
blood ‘which causes him to prefer it to 
ready cash even when he has oodles of 
the ready. Therefore, we think that the 
enterprise of the railways is going to be 
amply rewarded. The procedure is very 
simple. A person wants to spend a holiday 
at Miami Beach, or Atlantic City, or 
‘way down on the islands in ’Frisco Bay, 
but the cost of getting there and back 
would leave him with the exchequer 
in such a depressed condition that almost 
the only possible course on arriving at his 
destination would be to come back 
straightaway. Under the new scheme such 
a person just goes to a travel agent or 
booking office and applies for credit to the 
amount desired. A routine inquiry is 
made as to the applicant's credit, just 
as if he were buying a piano or a 
perambulator on the hire system, and if 
this proves satisfactory, he gets his ticket 
within twenty-four hours—without even a 
deposit.. The plan applies also to tours 
which are organised by the railways and 
includes hotel bills, meals and sight-seeing 
excursions! If there is an adult American, 
not blind or otherwise incapacitated, who 
has not seen most of the United States 
within the next ten years, we shall be very 
much surprised. Could not the idea he 
applied to this country? After all, the 
hire-purchase system flourishes here in 
other directions, and the ‘‘ travel.on tick ”' 
system might be of great assistance to the 
railways. A disquieting thought occurs— 
what do they do to the ‘‘travellers on 
tick’’ who fail to keep up the instal- 
ments ?

it successfully, This much must be achieve 
without losing sight for a moment of the 
main goal and duty, and without a vital 
diversion of effort from other theatres of 
war, It is certain that the ‘enemy will, by 
one means or another, attempt an invasion, 
and his failure must be made equally certain.

I“ the House of Commons this week the 

star turn will be the wepes debate on 
Tuesday, and it is. now generally accept 
that this will be devo to dealing with 
the defence of the country, and, among 
other speakers, Sir John Anderson wil] 
draw attention, it is said, to the necessity 
of strengthening the A.R.P., now that air 
raids are threatened. There will be no 
inquest on past failures, everybody recos- 
nising that the danger is here and now, 
and that to drag in the past with 
recriminations can do no good. In the 
circumstances it is possible that the secret 
session may be of a very great value to 
the country. On Wednesday and Thursday 
the House will deal with legislative 
business by passing stages of several 
different measures. It is uncertain whether 
Mr. Churchill will make a statement on 
the progress of the war during the week, 
inasmuch as the great battle in France 
will be raving, and the outcome -may still 
be uncertain. 


Italy’s Attitude 


While the opinion in some quarters Is 
that Italy wili enter the war at an early 
moment, there appears to be considerable 
hesitation on the part of Signor Mussolini 
to take the final plunge. It has been 
denied that Rome sent out orders to 
Italian ships to suspend their sailings, 
but it is reported that these ships on the 
high seas are hastening to neutral ports. 
Italian journalists are still at work send- 
ing news to their papers, but the number 
of men is much smaller than it was, while 
some others are returning home because, 
with telephone communication restricted, 
they find they have little work to do. The 
journalists have received uo orders from 
Italy calling for their return. 


New Church House 


The new Church House at Westminster 
will be the administrative quarters of the 
Church of Eneland.

Back to the Land 


An investigation is being made hy tha 
British Government into the whole question 
of food policy, with particular reference 
to the financial side. Further efforts aye 
to be made to encourage home production, 
and, in order to ensure a fair return, 
minimum prices for home crops may |) 
introduced. To meet the higher waxes for 
agricultural workers, consumers will have 
to pay more; but it is hoped that the 
higher prices will induce farmers to take 
all possible steps to improve their yields 
No more farm workers will be allowed to 
accept employment in towns, and it is 
hoped that more than half of the seventy 
thousand men who have left the land since 
the beginning of the war may return to 
agricultural work in the near future. 


Sent to Dominions 


Serious consideration is being given to 
the proposal that children should be 
evacuated from Britain to the Dominions, 
and discussions are taking place with the 
Governments of Canada and Australia 
with regard to details. In any case, the 
plan 18 likely to be put into operation, 
even if only on a modified scale, at present. 
It will apply to the children in the present 
evacuation groups, and parents wil! not 
be sent with the children unless there 
are circumstances rendering that course 
desirable. Questions concerning shipping 
space, cost of maintenance and the extent 
of contributions from parents are matters 
which are receiving attention. 


IRISHMAN’S DIARY .-.

Last Monday I was informed that an 
unknown aeroplane had dropped bombs 
over Newcastle, Co. Down. 

On Tuesday an acquaintance informed 
me that the Six Counties had been 
bombed. He had ‘‘ distinctly heard it on 
the wireless.’’ 

By Wednesday it did not look so good. 
Northern Ireland was in ruins.

Those Armstrongs 

‘‘J.P.R.,” in the Golf Notes in the 


Trish Field, has the following interesting 
paragraph concerning Captain W. B. J. 
Armstrong, of the Royal Engineers :— 

It is a long time since I heard anything 
of my old friend, W. B. J. Armstrong, 
who was a member of the Royal Dublin, 
and captained the Dublin University Club, 
which had on its team, among others, J. 
O. Wisdom, Roger Greene and H. S. 
Sileock. When well in the running for 
international honours he joined the Royal 
Engineers, and now is Captain Armstrong, 
stationed in Southern India with his wife. 
His friends at Royal Dublin and Trinity 
will be as pleased as I was to hear recently 
that he won the Amateur Championship of 
Southern India at Ootacamund from a 
“field” of forty-four, beating another 
Irishman, Major P. J. Kelly, of Galway, 
in the final bv 7 and 6. His wife also won 
the Ladies’ Championship at the same 
meeting—a feat which must be unique in 
the annals of golf. 

In 1934 Captain Armstrong reached the 
semi-final of the Irish Open Amateur 
Championship at Portmarnock. His wife 
(née Margaret McKay) only took up golf 
two years ago, so that her performance was 
a very fine one. 

Like her husband, she was very well 
known in Trinity College, where she won a 
schdYarship in modern languages. She also 
was an international hockey player.

“It is clear, however, that any action 
taken by the Institute, the City Manager, 
or the Town Planning authorities has 
been ineffective, as the building now 
rejoices in a glaring plaster overcoat. We 
sincerely trust the matter will not be lett 
at this point. 

‘“ It is notorious that the Town Planning 
authorities have taken steps to challenge 
the proposals of architects and building 
owners on minor matters of detail which, 
to our knowledge, are of far less conse 
quence than the interference with the 
architectural amenities of Merrion square. 

“Whatever may be the upshot, the 
Institute is to be congratulated on tahing 
such appropriate and speedy action.”

‘Some reconnaissance detachments have 
reached the outskirts of Rouen and Ponte 
de Liarche, where they have tried in vain to 
cross the Seine, 

‘Further east, between Montdidier and 
Noyon, the enemy has been much less incisive 
than last evening. 


PRISONERS’ REPORTS 


‘It appears from numerous statements by 
prisoners that in this region he. suffered 
yesterday afternoon a serious setback and 
cousiderable losses.

GERMANS ARE USING

Flinging nearly two million troops into 
battle with his armoured divisions in a dawn 
offensive, Herr Hitler brought the crisis to- 
day to the fierce Western front battle, now in 
its fifth day. 

The biggest battle of history is now raging 
from the sea to the forest of Argonne, on the 
flank of the Maginot Line, and involves the 
system of defences which has become known 
as the '' Weygand Line.” 

In an order to his armies to-day, General 
Weygand enjoined the troops to fight on 
without thought of retreat. 


» It is estimated that Germany now has 


between 90 and 100 = divisions—between 
1,800,000 and 2,000,000 men—in addition to 
armoured divisions engaged. 

According to information reaching Paris 
this morning the position of the battle is as 
follows :— 

The German attack, more violent than any 
other so far launched, started on Saturday in 
the region south of Amiens in a southerly 
direction. At the end of the day the battle 
had progressed as far as the region of 
Breteuil, on the River Noye, about 20 miles 
from Beauvais. : 

A little further to the east two attacks 
were launched to the south of Peronne, in the 
direction of Noyon and Montdidier, which is 
between Noyon and Breteuil. The gains 
acquired following these two attacks were 
only slight and did not exceed some 
kilometres. 


IN BRESLE SECTOR 


It is estimated that the German High Com- 
mand have now flung about 40 divisions into 
this sector between the Bresle and Noyon. 

At the start of the offensive on the line 
of the Somme the Germans had first thrown 
about 27 divisions into the front line. 

Losses among the first line during the first 
days of the battle were so heavy that yester-. 
day the Germans were forced to withdraw 
a certain number of these troops altogether,’ 
and to throw in a second formation of 20 
divisions. vig eats 

The total number of surviving divisions of 
the first line, together with these fresh gdivi- 
sions of the second line, now form a mass of 
40 divisions in this region between Aumale 
and Noyon.

HEAVY LOSSES 


As for the armoured column which pene- 
trated as far as the region of Forges les Eaux, 
south of Amiens, it has suffered considerable 
losses following violent attacks by French 
aircraft, which attacked the tanks with 
cannon fire. ‘Some groups of the column still 
survive and have with difficulty progressed 
towards the south-west and the Lower Seine.

The results of the fighting here 
are not yet known. 

German aviation delivered massive attacks 
on all lines of communication in the region 
of Paris. Bombardments have been parti- 
cularly violent in the region of Pontoise.

It was the 
greatest use of mechanised might since the 
start of the Alitzkreig, the French War 
Ministry spokesman said. 

It appeared, he said, that Hitler, who 
was stated in some reports to be directing 
the offensive himself, had thrown ‘“‘ every- 
thing he has into the effort to reach Paris.”’ 

It was an emulation of German tactics 
of the last war when the attackers were 
stopped as they battered almost at the doors 
of the capital, he said.. 


“ BULGES,”’ BUT NO BREAK- 


THROUGH

Military quarters received no report to- 
day of a serious break through in the de- 
fenders’ line; but there were new adverse 
bulges reported in some places. 

Summing up the situation, military circles 
stated :—‘‘ This will be an extremely hard 
and crucial day. The enemy has thrown 
all his forces into the battle. His aim is 
to win at whatever cost., but the French 
troops and withdrawing only in good order.

This havoc was wrought by British bombers on Saturday, when they 
ranged over the right wing of the German onslaught in the region of the 


Bresle and Somme, 


In a series of deep and shallow dive-bombing attacks they spread 
destruction and chaos at many points behind the German line. 


Just before midday, says an Air Ministry 
bulletin, columns of German motor vehicles 
and troops were caught by the British 
medium bombers on the roads between 
Amiens and Aumale, and, within a few 
minutes, hundreds of bombs were falling on 
and about them. 

Coming down in a shallow dive, the raiders 
scored a direct hit on the head of a column 
of tanks and motor transport vehicles, and 
the confused mass of vehicles was machine- 
gunned, 

In the Hornoy region, a few miles north of 
Poix, a stationary column of lorries was 
bombed, and a direct hit was scored with a 
heavy bomb on a road and railway crossing 
to the south-east of the town. 


‘GREAT CONFUSION ”’ 

As the raiders swept down to attack an A.A. 
battery and transport vehicles parked in a 
field they machine-gunned German troops. 

Near Hallivillers, a lone of 20 tanks was 
heavily bombed. 

Other. formations took up the attack in the 
afternoon over the same regions, After 
dropping their bombs some came down to 150 
feet to rake objectives with machine-gun fire. 

One pilot, on his return from an attack on 
a transport column, said: ‘“‘We were flying 
pretty low and we let the Germans have it. 
There was great confusion on the ground.”’ 


MARCHING TROOPS 
BROKEN UP 


At a cross-roads near Quevauvillers, half- 
way between Amiens and Poix, a long column 
of tanks, transports and troops was severely 
damaged and broken up, while at Namps-au- 
Val another column, consisting of motor 
transport and mobile anti-aircraft guns was 
scattered by bursting bombs. 

Lorries in a column moving along a road 
near Poix were reduced to scrap by direct 
hits. After hits on another column of tanks 
the British aircraft flew low over a cross- 
roads to machine - gun German infantrv. 
Troops and transports caught in the village 
of Pissy were heavily attacked, and tanks and 
armoured cars near Fresnoy were severely 
damaged. : 

An A.A. battery at the edge of a wood 
was silenced, and when another A.A. battery 
opened fire British bombers attacked it with 
machine-guns, two of the crew being seen 
to fall. A salvo of bombs launched on a 
tightly packed column of armoured vehicles 
south-west of Quevauvillers straddled the 
objective. ' 


CAVALRY STAMPEDED 

A detachment, of cavalry, with transports, 
encountered south of Namps-au-Val,.stampeded 
at the approach of the British aircraft, men 
and horses running in all directions. Near 
Airaines, troops left their motor transport 
standing in the roadway and dived for cover. 

Later in the evening another bomber force 
attacked a petrol dump in a wood north of 
Abbeville with high: explosives and nearly 
one hundred incendiary bombs. 

With a tremendous roar the dump blew 
up. When, with the wood a raging mass 
of flames, the aircraft turned for home they 
were attacked by enemy fighters. One 
bomber shot down a Messerschmitt 109. 

A bomber in another formation met a

BOMBERS GUIDED BY 
FLAMES

DEVASTATING RAID ON 
GHENT 


Scores of heavy bombs were dropped with 
effective results on the oil dépéts in German- 
occupied territory at Ghent on Saturday 
night. 

The raid was carried out “by medium 
bombers ‘bf the Coastal Command, all of 
which refrned without damage, stated the 
Air Ministry News Service last night. 

One cluster of oil tanks was already 
blazing fiercely when the second wave of 
bombers arrived. They placed their bombs, 
therefore, on other oil reservoirs silhouetted 
by the flames. These too were set alight. 

When following aircraft found their targets 
had been fired already, they aimed their 
bombs so as to widen the burning areas— 
every time with success. 

So widespread and high were the flames 
rising from the oil tanks that one pilot in 
the last stage of the attack thought it would 
be a waste of bombs to drop any more in 
tle cauldron. 

The glare of the flames revealed five rail- 
way lines, two of which were filled with 
covered wagons. The pilot» was able to 
obtain very precise results on the unexpected 
target. As the wagons blew up -here was a 
succession of great explosions. There were 
explosions, also followed by eruptions of black 
smoke, when another aircraft made four hits 
on a further section of large oil containers. 


MORE OIL TANKS BURNED 


The pilot of another aircraft released all 
his bombs in a single salvo and set at least 
two more oil tanks alight. Then he came 
down low and pierced other tanks with 
bullets from his machine-gun. 

The escaping fuel was set on fire by tracer 
bullets and added to the scene of flaming 
ruin.

SEVEN GERMAN ’PLANES 


DOWN 


Eight R.A.F. ‘planes fought thirty German 
machines on Saturday and shot down seven 
of them. 

This was disclosed yesterday in an Air

The eight R.A.F. machines—Hurricane 
Fighters—were on patrol. over the fighting 
zone in France when they met a formation of 
20 Heinkel ITI. Bombers. Six of the Heinkels 
were shot down. Ten Messerschmitt 109

bombers, were unable to give them effective 
protection against the Hurricanes’ attack. One 
of the Messerschmitts was also shot down.

Flying Officer Donald Edward Garland, 
who, with Sergeant Thomas Gray, has been 
awarded the Victoria Cross posthumously by 
the King for conspicuous bravery in a bomb- 
ing attack on a bridge in Belgium, was a 
son of the late Dr. P. J. Garland, formerly 
of the West African Medical Service. 

He was the pilot of the aircraft in which 
Sergeant Gray was observer, and which led 
an attack on the bridge over the Meuse at 
Maastricht. The bridge had become vital to 
the advancing Germans, as all the other 
bridges had “been destroyed: It was bein 
heavily defended, and before the attack | 
by Flying Officer Garland it had been at- 
tacked eight times from the air.

MR. DE VALERA ON 
IRELAND’S DANGER

THE Government's plans for a new 
military force of twelve bat- 
talions, as a support for the Regular 
Army, were revealed by Mr. de 
Valera, speaking to a very large 
meeting at Ennis yesterday, com- 
posed of men who have had military, 
experience at one time or another. 
This new force will enable the 
younger men of the Regular Army to 
concentrate on the developments of 
mechanisation and mobility in attack 
at any point where invasion might be 


threatened. 

The Prime Minister called for the 
production of three times more tur 
this year than in former years, saying 
that the situation where coal woul 

not be available might arise. e 
also advocated the organisation of 
Parish Committees to help in main- 
taining the economic structure an 

the distribution system. 


CONSCRIPTION HINT 


Hinting directly at conscription measures, 
he said: “Such a thing as conscription here 
for our people to defend our rights has hardly 
been “Éan of, because the need that made 
small countries of Europe resort, to it has not, 
been felt here: but, now, to maintain our 
freedom in the future we ‘shall have to look 
to our defences in the same way as these 
small countries on the Continent have had 
to look to them in the past.” . 

The big crowd at the meeting gave an 
enthusiastic reception to Mr. P. Burke, the 
Fine Gael deputy for Clare, who, in the 
course of a speech, which he said he delivered 
at the request of his leader, called for unity 
in the defence of the country. He said that 
while they differed from Mr. de Valera on 
points of economic policy, they were all 
prepared to stand shoulder to shoulder with 
Fianna Fail in the present emergency. 


MENACING SITUATION 


Recalling that “they had met there on & 
previous occasion under threats of danger, 
Mr. de Valera said that they were now meet- 
ing under a more menacing threat than ever 
before. 

“A new world situation is facing us,” he 
said. ‘‘We are an island people, and, so long 
as Britain was complete master of the sea we 
had to fear but one enemy, and that was 
herself, because the only danger we had to 
apprehend was from her. At that time the 
idea of an attack from any other quarter did 
not arise. The position is very different now. 
An island now is no longer separate from the 
mainland as it used to be. In two hours, 
battle "planes could come from the present 
battlefield and shower bombs which would 
destroy houses and streets in this country, 
blowing them to smithereens. In the present 
world circumstances we have completely to 
change our attitude.” 


LIKE OTHER SMALL 
NATIONS 


To maintain their freedom European 
countries had had to get each one of their 
citizens trained-in the use of arms, and they 
had to spend a considerable portion of their 
revenues to maintain their defences. 

“ With us the sum up to the present that 
has had to be spent is only a small 
portion of the sums that had to be 
spent on defence by the nations of 
Europe. The situation now is such that 
we will have to bear all these sacrifices in 
the future, like the small nations of Europe 
have had to bear them, if we would main- 
tain our liberties.” 

Mr. de Valera asked if liberty was worth 
fighting for, and said that every people in 
the world who had secured freedom had not 
been ready to surrender it without fighting 
for it, and he was perfectly certain that 
the people of this country were not going 
to be an exception. Existing liberties had 
been secured with considerable effort and 
expense, and were they going to let them 
be taken from them easily or were they pre- 
pared to defend the whole of them with the 
same courage and tenacity with which they 
achieved them? He was certain they. were 
going to defend them. 


, CALL FOR MEN 


The Taoiseach spoke of the necessity which 
forced them at one time to capture arms and 
equipment from their enemies in order to 
fight for their freedom. 

“Now,” he said, “we have got the arms 
and equipment, and what we want is men 
who can bear these arms. We want them 
not to engage in some foreign expedition, 
but to defend their own homes and their 
own lives.” 

He asked the members of the Army 
Reserve and the Volunteers to respond 
immediately to the call, and said that when 
they had done that they would have a 
moderate force at their disposal. This, how- 
ever, would not be sufficient for the present 
emergency. 

“ We want some thousands more,” he said, 
“& ns 

and, as trained men are valuable at, once, 
we are recruiting some twelve battalions of 
men who have been trained and have used 
arms in the past. These will. naturally, 
be older men, and they will be used in the 
first instance in order to set free the younger 
men in the Regular Army and the Volun- 
teers to be a swift striking force, because 
that is one of the things we want im- 
mediately to have—a force that will strike 
swiftly at any point that might be attacked. 


THE YOUNG MEN 


“In addition to get some thousands of 
men who can be trained in a few months 
and are fit to take their part in the Regular 
Army, we want the young men up to forty- 
eight, but especially the men from twenty 
to thirty or thirty-five, to join at once and 
have themselves trained, so that they may 
become part of the Regular Army.”’ i 

Speasing of the Local Security Force, he 
emphasised the advantage of having locally 
organised units for observation purposes 
wish would not interfere with their normal 
work, 

‘‘Remember,” he said, ‘‘ practically every 
large field in the country, every stretch of 
road in which there are no fences, are pos- 
sible landing places for aeroplanes, and that 
the beaches and strands around our. coasts 
also are a landing places.

They were in favour of industrial peace, 
but they could not accept any pact with 
employers that would mean any substantial 
reduction in the standard of life of the 
workers, said Mr, Thomas Kennedy, General 
President, opening the annual Conference of 
Delegates of the irish Transport and General 
Workers Union at the “Technical Schools, 
Galway, on Saturday night. 

‘Before we could consider any such peace 
pact,” Mr. Kennedy added, ‘‘the Govern- 
ment would have to devise machinery that 
would effectively prevent any increase in the 
already heavy war burdens carried by the 
workers. The I.T. and G.W.U.,” said Mr. 
Kennedy, ‘‘is the biggest union in Ireland, 
and we all know the weaknesses and the 
faults of trade unions; but we are not going 
to surrender, without a fight, the liberties 
and the rights the pioneers of trade unionism 
won for us, and those rights include the right 
tu withdraw our labour, the right to strike, 
when we have just cause, or no other remedy 
than industrial action.’ 

For the neutrality of the greater part of 
Ireland, continued Mr. Kennedy, they had to 


generation—and not least honoured members 
of the working-class and the I.T. and G.W.U. 
-—whose sacrifice had purchased the right to 
neutrality.

ANALYSIS OF 
SITUATION

THE WEYGAND 


“ METHOD ” 
——— 
From. Oug MILITARX CoRRESPONDENT. 


The Battle íor Fiance—atch is the rather 
unsatisfactory title that has been given to 
the second stage of the German Western front 
offensive. This battle began at dawn on 
Tuesday, June 4th; it entered on its second 
phase on Saturday, June 8th. In other words, 
the opening phase lasted four days. Man 
people were surprised at the speed with whi 
this new German offensive effort followed on 
the earlier one; but, actually, there was no 
reason for any such surprise. Assuredly, the 
plans for the new attack were ready—it was 
merely a matter of keeping up-to-date those 
of 1914 and 1918. And, then, relatively few 
troops—in the sense of infantry 
actually were used in the earlier fighting. 
It was a matter of mechanised forces, aircraft, 
anu a certain number of infantry divisions 
in the North: True, these were the best, but 
there were plenty more, as far as mere 
numbers went. 

According to some estimates the number 
of German troops engaged in the first phase 
of this new attack amounted to 40 infantry 
divisions and three Panzer divisions. For the 
second phase the numbers are given as 20 
infantry and seven Panzer. The front of 
attack measured some 120 miles from the sea 
eastward, and the numbers would not be 
excessive for a serious onslaught on such a 
frontage—even allowing that the French posi- 
tions were only hastily organised. 


DEFENCE AGAINST TANKS 


‘Lines’? have come so much into the 
scheme of things military that, naturally, 
there had to be a Weygand Line—once that 
General took over the chief command. There 
was, of course, nothing of the kind—unless 
the exterior outline of the French outposts 
-coull be considered as such. What there 
was, however, was a Weygand ‘method 
for defence against tanks. It was now 
realised fully that the German mechanised 
and armoured forces constituted the real 
danger; and everything was organised with 
reference to these. i 

The country was prepared in depth :natural 
features of a —— character were 
strongly held—river lines, villages, woods, 
quarries, etc. These were arranged in chess- 
board fashion, to prevent the break-through 
of German infantry in force by cross-fire of 
machine guns. Naturally, if tanks could be 
halted as well, so much to the good. But 
the tanks were very largely dealt with further 
back, either by point-blank fire of anti-tank 
and field guns or by pom-pom fire from air- 
craft. Each night the several strong points 
were re-supplied from the rear. All stores of 
oil and petrol were evacuated far to the rear. 


GERMAN LOSSES 


Broadly speaking, for the four mm” of the 
first phase—i.e., June 4-7—the eygand 
method has been justified. The French front 
has been drawn back—and that as a result 
of strong enemy pressure—but it has held. 
The German losses in men and tanks have 
been very heavy. The German air forces 
have been less prominent in the fighting and 
the French more. And the German artillery 
was unable to make up the difference; it 
never seems to have got the better of its 
French opposite number. At all events, there 
has been nothing like the break-through on 
the Meuse of May 14th; and, on the present 
occasion, the second phase was originated in 
a quite different way. 

On the first day—June 4th—German pro- 
gress was most noteworthy on their extreme 
right—i.e., S.W. from Abbeyville. They ad- 
vanced a dozen miles or so to the River 
Bresle. This is a rather inconsiderable 
stream, parallel to the Somme, which enters 
the sea at Le Treport. From there its course 
inland lies by Eu-Gamaches-Blagny-Aumale, 
a matter of 30 miles. While the Bresle 
is not much of a river, if is a very serious 
anti-tank obstacle. Jt has a wide, marshy 
steep-sided bed. and is backed by extensive 
woods. Accordingly, we find the armoured 
columns turning it eventually and heading 
for Forges-les-eaux, some fifteen miles south- 
west of Aumale. 


FLANKING THREATS 


Progress was also made on the opposite 
flank—north of the Aisne. Here it was less 
marked and more expensive. In the centre 
there was no progress; any advance of the 
Germans here was merely a following-up of 
French troops greg by reason of the 
flanking threats. At the moment of writing 
the heaviest German pressure seems to be 
on the Aisne front, between Compiégne and 
Soissons. It is also strong in the region of 
Beauvais, This German attack of Saturday 
is a second push, following a pre-determined 
plan. It is not a question of exploiting a 
marked earlier success. 

Seeing that the first four days’ fighting, in 
a general way, has justified the Weygand 
method, there is every reason for continuing 
it—especially as the country is rather more 
favourable just where they are fighting now. 
The open, rolling plains of Picardy are suc- 
ceeded by a much more wooded region. 
And on the right there is a remarkable 
succession of rivers. South of the Aisne 
there are the Vesle, Durcq and Marne, to 
mention only the three first. And this time 
it is hardly likely that any bridges will be 
left intact or any petrol tanks unemptied. 


BLOODY REPULSES 


While it is not advisable to dogmatise, it 
seems likely that the present German 
infantry is not equal to that of 1914. 
Whether or no they can carry a position—if 
properly held—without tank support, there 
does not appear to have been any case of 
their actually doing it. And there have been 
cases of bloody repulses in such attempts.

THE WOODCOCK SEASON. 


‘Smm,—Once again the Minister for Justice 
has declined to reduce the open season. for 
woodcock, . ; 

It is difficult to find out who the sports- 
men are who advise the Minister to give them 
thei: pound of flesh from this most game of 
all game birds, because the Irish Game 
Protection Association has for some time now 
advocated the reduction of the open season 
from the 1st March to the Ist February. 

The ge excuse is that the woodcock 
—worthy of a place on our coinage—is 
ms as @ migrant, and therefore it is 
nobodys business to protect it, but everybody 
knows that large numbers breed here every 
year, that it is monogamous, that its young 
pepent as early as the end of February in a 

d winter and that it lays only four eggs 
in a clutch. 

The pheasant, which is almost a barndoor 
fowl, is protected from thé 1st February. 
It is polygamous, lays roughly 12 to 14 eggs, 
and can be bred artificially. Even on game 
farms the first young rarely appear before 
the Ist May. 

Why is this distinction made between the 
woodcock ‘and the pheasant? 

Grouse is protected from the 9th December, 
but this is understandable, as sportsmen 
cannot face the inclement weather on the 
mountains in 7 and February and the 
birds are wild and hard to get at, whereas 
there is protection for the sportsman in the 
woods in winter, and the woodcock, sheltering 
under a tuft of rough grass or a little bush 
is easily flushed. I doubt if many of those 
who advocate the longer open season go in 
much for driven see sii, and when birds 
are mated you are more likely to get two 
than one.— Yours, etc.,

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—As_ the _last surviving link with 
Wordsworth I might be excused for i noring 
the extraordinary letter from >. ££ 
O'Connor which appeared in your issue of 
Saturday. Not everybody, however, can 
have recourse to the golden luxury of silence. 
Those who have lived—as I have—in what 
I may call an old-world garden, walled by 
twelve-and-sixpenny novels heaped eight feet 
veh, have a solemn duty to discharge. Even 
if Mr. O’Connor’s hodge-podge of fiction and 
half-truth touched but lightly the memory 
of my friends of another day, it is all the 
more imperative that he should not be 
allowed to go unanswered. One does not 
ignore the dead mouse in the cheese sandwich 
merely because it is a very small mouse. 

1 do not know what to make of Mr. 
O’Connor’s claim that his father was present 
at those gatherings around the rustic tea- 
table. I cannot recall any person of that 
name, nor can I find any record of such a 
person 1m my papers. Conrad occasionally 
appeared with a serving-man, who had the 
strange task of straightening out his master’s 
hammer-toes when the heat of dialectics en- 
gendered cramp. So far as I remember, this 
man’s name was Sproule. Then there was 
the notorious gamekeeper introduced by my 
own intemperate grandmother, but his stay 
was so short that he may be ruled out. 
Who else is there? Can it be that Mr. 
O'Connor, in his anxiety to besmirch the 
name of great men, does not hesitate to do 
a major violence to his own? If he is serious 
in his statement, then his father must be 
looked for among the renks of those great 
masters of English prose; for I (thank 
heaven) was too young at the time, and 
my grandfather was past caring. A stranger 
claim than this has surely never been 
advanced in a public paper. if will come as 
a stark shock to Lord Longford to know 
that his theatre may contain any of these 
evenings a brother of the three sisters. 
Certainly I would put nothing past Chekov. 
' Mr. O’Connor’s reference to the toupee 
incident will give fair-minded readers a 
general indication of his reliability. His 
account is ludicrously garbled. In the first 

lace, Lamb was not present at all. Secondly, 
it was Ruskin who took the wig out of the 
| boiling soup, and, indeed, gave the rest of 
the gathering an adroit hint as to how the 
incident should be treated. Pretending to 
have noticed nothing, he deftly ladelled the 
sodden article on to Ibsen’s plate, and men- 
tioned that anybody who thought the soup 
was too hot could go into the house and 
add cold water to it in the bathroom. Ibsen, 
cunningly taking his cue, tasted the soup 
and pretended to burn his mouth. Then he 
rose and disappeared into the house, as 
Ruskin was made the recipient of quiet words 
of congratulation by his colleagues. ‘en 
minutes later, Ibsen re-appeared with an 
empty soup plate and explained away the 
wetness of his replaced hair by some stupid 
remars about having heen out for a stroll 
and encountering ‘‘a bit of a shower up the 
roai.’’ 
1 may permit myself to be amused by 
Mr. O’Connor’s suggestion that I did not 
know that Ibsen wore a wig. Probably 
the fact is better known even than Keats’s 
predilection for brawn. My reference to 
the dandruff in Ibsen’s tea sprang, not from 
go”. but “from a very full knowledge 
of the liberties this savant took with his 
head. In fact, he had six or seven wigs, 
each with ever-lengthening locks, and these 
he wore successively in an attempt to stimu- 
late the way of nature. When he had 
reached the last wig, a creation of tangled 
luxuriance truly leonine, he would throw 
out odd remarks about having to get his 
hair cut. Very shortly afterwards he would 
appear again in wig number one, He was 
probably not the first to think of this 
trickery, but he went even farther (and, 
incidentally, farther than the frontiers of 
good taste) in his pretence that his hair was 
genuine. He regularly purchased canisters 
of what I took to be synthetic dandruff and 
dusted himself liberally with this substance 
about the head, ueck and shoulders. Ruskin, 
who rarely got the better of any argument 
with Ibsen, swore to me privately that the 
stuff was genuine camel’s scurf, imported at 
great expense from the Far East. If it 
was, heaven knows what awful oriental 
plagues we regularly sat down to tea with. 
It occurs to me that Mr. O’Connor’s letter 
is not intended to be taken seriously. Very 
well, if it is, but if the presentation of a 
serious play by Chekov in the Gate Theatre 
is to be made the occasion for oafish jokes, 
then the sooner we get into the war the 
better. By our neutrality we are seeking 
to preserve something pretty dirty, some- 
thing that was unknown, thank heaven, in 
my own day.—Yours, etc.,

DIRECT TRADE WITH 
AMERICA URGED 
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SERIOUS shortage of raw materials 
A for industry, resulting from a reduc- 

tion in British export licences and the 
complete stoppage of exports from certain 
neutral countries, were alluded to at a meet- 
ing of the Council of the Federation of Irish 
ee held in Dublin on Saturday 
ast. 
At the same time, it was pointed out, 
there was an ever-growing shortage of direct 
shipping, making communication with the 
only alternative source of supply, the 
American continent, more difficult to main- 
tain. The Council considered that the 
problem of transferring trade to America 
where possible should be considered as a 
whole by the Government, and far-reaching 
plans made to secure whatever supplies 
could be obtained, having regard to the 
currency position. 


THE FUEL POSITION 


The possibility of a grave fuel shortage 
for industry was reviewed by the Council, 
members reporting that stocks of coal in many 
instances would not last more than a few 
weeks. Turf supplies were difficult to 
obtain, and in many places the reason was 
the lack of labour, in spite of the existence 
of 90,000 unemployed. Only a short period 
remained in which turf could be cut, and 
the situation remained extremely grave. 
The Council considered that it was 
absolutely essential for the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce to take drastic 
emergency action ‘to have every sod of turf 
cut, including the compulsory mobilisation 
of the unemployed where practicable. 

The Council’s attention was drawn to the 
fact that, while supplies of raw materials 
were diminishing, thousands of tons of valu- 
able waste materials were being thrown away 
every week, and Ireland was now the last 
neutral nation in which citizens and 
industrialists were not compelled to separate 
all refuse and rubbish into categories suit- 
able for collection under Government or 
private auspices.

In the British Board of Trade Journal of 


June 6, 1940, it is announced that the Board 


has made an Order, to come into force on 
June 10, which will bring all imports—except 
live quadruped animals—under the import 
licensing system. 

An open general licence has, however, been 
issued by the Board for all goods consigned 
from this country, with certain exceptions. 
As these excéptions do not include any agri- 
cultural commodities other than those for 
which separate licences are at present 
required, the existing position in regard to 
the importation of ie products from 
this country into the United Kingdom is 
not altered by this Order.
